UP IN THE PINERIES

The City of Phillips W iped Off the 
Map—Not a Building Left Standing 
and Three Thousand People Are 
Left Absolutely W ithout Homes— 
Macy Lives Lost. 


A s h l a n d , W ia, July 28.—Northern 
Wisconsin is being sw ept by the w orst 
forest fires in the history of the state. 
The losses already am ount to millions 
of dollars, and unless rain falls speedi­ 
ly this enormous loss will be m ulti­ 
plied. 
Reports indicate th a t several towns 
have been burned w ithin a radius of a 
hundred miles of Ashland. 
To the 
south Phillips, the county seat of Pine 
county, a thriving tow n of 2,000 in­ 
habitants, has been wiped o u t Fifield, 
ju st north of Phillips, in Price county, 
has also 
been 
destroyed. 
Taylor 
county, directly south of Price, is being 
laid waste. 
To the southw est of Ashland, Mason, 
a busy tow n of Bayfield county, has 
been burned. 
To the southeast in 
Forest and Langlade counties 
the 
flames are making destructive pro­ 
gress. 
Appeals for aid to fight the fire came 
pouring into this city all yesterday 
afternoon and evening. 
Relief trains 
were dispatched, but in nearly every 
instance they encountered 
burned 
bridges and were forced to return. 
Being walled in by flames it is practi­ 
cally impossible to get assistance to 
the tow ns frantically asking it. 
Cut 
off from all outside succor rains are 
the only source of relief. 
And there 
is no sign of rain. 
The woods are 
dry and the flames sweep through 
them as through so much kindling. 
As they sweep onward they carry a 
menace of destruction to all the towns 
and farms of northern Wisconsin. 


RESISTLESS SWEEP OF FLAMES.

At 7 o'clock Ed Ensign, a prom inent 
lumberman, telegraphed to the mayor 
here from Fifield for bread and m eat 
to be sent down there a t once; th at 
there was 500 women and children be­ 
tween Fifield and Phillips w ithout 
food and fire raging fiercely around 
them. 
Supplies were sent a t once. It 
is feared th at many lives are lost, as 
with the Hundreds of women and chil­ 
dren in the woods and fire all around 
them some must perish surely. 
The tannery and immense lum ber­ 
ing concern a t Phillips are among the 
ruins, so th at the loss w ill be appall­ 
ing. 
The Omaha freight train de­ 
stroyed near Shores Crossing 
was 
loaded w ith wheat. 
The fire came 
upon Shores Crossing w ith terrible 
rapidity and many residents there lost 
everything they possessed. 
Not a 
structure of any kind remains stand­ 
ing there. 
A dozen bridges on the Omaha line 
have been burned and railroad men 
say it will take two weeks to rebuild 
the one destroyed a t Mason. 
At IO 
o'clock a welcome rain began falling, 
the first one in some days, but unfor­ 
tunately lasted only a few minutes, 
so th a t it w ill not put out the fires to 
any e x ten t 
Mason is literally wiped 
o at of existence. 
The fire started in 
the lum ber yard of the W hite River 
Lumber company from sparks from 
the forest fires and thongli the 400 
employes worked nobly in defense of 
their homes the resistless flames swept 
through the town.

Shores Crossing, a little village eight 
miles west of Ashland, was destroyed; 
not a building rem ains standing and 
the homeless families were brought to 
Ashland. 
The railroad bridges near 
there were destroyed and a fast Omaha 
freight and sixteen loaded cars were 
entirely burned. 
Both the engineer 
and fireman were injured and the 
brakem en are missing. 
Loss to cars 
and freight many thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
Mason, a small tow n south on the 
Omaha line caught fire a t 2 o'clock. 
The White River Lumber company’s 
mill, w ith 40,000,000 feet of lum ber in 
the yards, was destroyed, and a t 6 
o’clock the latest report received here 
says the entire tow n was threatened. 
The Omaha bridge across W hite river 
a t Mason is burned. 
Railroad officials 
say the loss at Mason is fully $1, 000,- 
OOO, w ith $250,000 insurance. 
Homesteaders in the outlying dis­ 
tricts are all fleeing into the nearest 
towns, leaving Uieir homes to the 
fury of the flames. 
So far no loss of 
life is reported. 
The fire departm ent 
is carefully guarding the outside lim­ 
its of Ashland and the city is not in 
any immediate danger. 
News from Hurley states th a t town 
was enveloped in a dense cloud of 
smoke all day, w ith fires on nearly 
every side. 
A construction train left over the 
Omaha road for the scene of a disas­ 
ter near W ashburn. 
A freight train 
w ent through a burning bridge and 
the locomotive and six cars 
were 
burned. 
Trainm en escaped. 
Thomp­ 
son Lumber company camps a t White 
river have burned. 
The W hite River 
Lum ber company’s plant at Mason 
has gone up in smoke w ith 40,000,000 
feet of lumber. 
The Ashland Lumber 
company’s camps have burned. 
An­ 
other bridge is reported as burned 
south of Mason, which puts the Omaha

under 
great disadvantage. 
Yesterday was the most destructive 
day for forest fires in the history of 
northern Wisconsin. 
It is impossible 
to fight the flames down. 
The only 
hope is th at rain will come to put 
them out. 
Much damage is being done to tim ­ 
ber, and logging interests throughout 
N orthern 
Wisconsin are suffering.

There has been no

Several bridges over the Soo line 
near Prentice have

burned and a number of settlers ren­ 
dered homeless by the flames they 
were powerless to stay. 
Much valua­ 
ble property has been destroyed in 
the vicinity of Grand Rapids and Cen­ 
tralia and the people there are hoping 
for rain, which they believe is the 
only thing th a t will prevent further 
serious loss 
Grand Rapids, W is, July 28.—Ex­ 
tensive fires are running in the woods 
and marshes north and west of here. 
The fire is very near the city of Cen­ 
tralia. 
Great volumes of smoke are 
rising on a heavy wind. 
Thermome­ 
ters indicated as high as 
106 degrees 
in the shade yesterday.

this point of order would determ ine 
w hether the senate should have the 
right to pass upon this odious differ­ 
ential, the striking of which m eant 
the defeat of the whole bilL 
Mr. P latt (rep., Conn.) followed in 
opposition to the point of order.

ANOTHER TARPON TALE. 


How a Green Hand Caught His First 
Big Fish. 
“Princes, dukes and lords,” says 
one man who is “on record” for a 
170-pounder, 
six feet 
five inches 
long, to a Chicago Times writer, 
cross the ocean and fish for days and 
weeks in the boiling sun in the hope 
of catching tarpon; and yet when I 
landed my first big fish I felt as.if I 
had done 
the work of three day 
laborers. 
“I have come to the conclusion 
that as a school for excuse-making 
tarpon-fishing presents an extraor­ 
dinary department for training, 
So 
many things happen and so many big 
fish get away that a gentleman who 
follows this business soon gets very 
prolific in giving reasons why he 
did not catch fish. 
“ Before 7 o’clock we were all out 
in the 
river with our guides, in 
small boats, ready for the sport of 
the day. 
I had hardly been well 
settled in my boat before I saw the 
waters part as if a waterspout were 
let loose, and coming out, splashing, 
I saw a fish, shining as burnished 
silver, spring into the air six or 
eight feet, 
shaking his head and 
showing his red gills in the most 
vicious and angry way. 
My guide 
yelled out with a voice which could 
be heard a mile ‘Tarpon! tarpon!1 
but when I saw this fish at the other 
end of the line jumping out of tho 
water and splashing around I con­ 
cluded that there was trouble ahead 
for me and that the fish was a bigger 
man than I was, and that I had un­ 
dertaken a tremendous job to get 
him into the boat 
“As the commander in chief of the 
party had told my guide that I knew 
nothing and was green enough for 
the Fort Myers cows to eat when it 
came to fishing I thought it was best 
to let the guide handle the 
fish 
awhile until, in the language of the 
streets, I might ‘catch on.1 
“I soon discovered that, notwith­ 
standing C ol Young's orations and 
speeches on the subject of tarpon 
fishing, it was not such a big job 
after a ll 
In about eighteen min­ 
utes after a hard fight, I landed my 
first tarpon and had him in the boat 
My heart was touched with a sense 
of pity as I recalled what a brave 
and gallant fight the fish had made 
for life, and how useless the sacrifice 
of so beautiful a thing to gratify my 
ambition to be known as a great j 
fisherman. 
He looked up at me out j 
of his meek,gentle, tender eyes with 
a reproachful glance that not only 
brought sorrow, but shame for hav­ 
ing so needlessly sacrificed so beau­ 
tiful a living thing; but, like a tiger, 
having tasted blood, I wanted some 
more, and 
I caught 
another fish 
weighing 166 pounds, aud then two 
more, and now I am registered as a 
taker of tarpon.”

New York seems to be the haven of 
the political back number. 
In an af* 
ternoon stroll down Breadway and 
through Wall street one is sure to 
meet 
a 
dozen 
men 
who 
were 
once 
powerful 
in 
state 
and 
national politics, but who, for one 
reason or another, have fallen by the 
way and are now seldom heard of out* 
side a lim ited circle of friends and 
business associates. 
It was in W all street th a t I ran 
across ex-Senator Dorsey of Arkansas, 
the other day, much grayer 
than 
when he managed the famous Gar­ 
field campaign, but still as erect, wide­ 
awake and vigorous as of old. 
W hat 
a career Dorsey has had! He has 
made and lost three fortunes, and is 
now, I am told, in a fair way to win a 
fourth. 
Dorsey whs born in Vermont and 
reared on an Ohio farm. 
During the 
w ar he served as a private in the army 
of the Potomac. 
After the war he 
turned up in Arkansas, and by reason 
of great natural shrewdness and a 
resolute character soon became the 
leader of the band of carpet baggers 
who then overran th a t state. 
He was 
made chairman of the republican state 
committee, secured a fortune as presi* 
dent of the Arkansas Central railroad, 
whose bonds he had indorsed by the 
state legislature, and in 1873 was 
elected United States senator. 
In 1880 he was chairman of the re­ 
publican national committee, and the 
story of how he managed the cam­ 
paign resulting in Garfield’s election is 
a fam iliar one. 
He was then one of 
idols of his party. 
In 1881 came the 
star 
route exposure, and 
w ith it 
Dorsey’s 
political dow nfall 
Since 
then he has been engaged in cattle 
raising in the west, but in this field 
disaster has twice overtaken him. 
The Star route trials cost him a 
fortune. 
He is now m aking another 
as a prom oter of New Mexico mining 
properties. 
If Dorsey would tell all 
he knows about the formation of Gar­ 
field’s cabinet and its effect on his 
own political fortunes the story would 
make most interesting reading and 
would 
give several gentlem en still 
prom inent in politics a very 
bad 
quarter of an hour. 
Henry G. Davis, who was Dorsey’s 
associate in the senate, now has an 
office in one of the big buildings on 
low er Broadway. He still claims West 
Virginia as his home, but spends the 
greater part of his time in New York. 
Since he began life as a brakeman on 
the Baltim ore & Ohio road, Davis has 
played 
many 
parts, 
and 
played 
them well. 
He . has been president 
of 
a 
bank, 
member 
of 
both 
branches 
of 
the 
West 
Virginia 
legislature, director in half a dozen 
railroads and United Senator for six 
years. 
His interests in West Virginia 
are vast and varied, and he is several 
tim es 
a 
millionaire. 
Stephen 
B. 
E lkins married his daughter and is 
associated w ith him in many of his 
adventures. 
Davis long 
dominated 
the politics of West Virginia, b ut in 
the end was pushed aside by ^younger 
m en and is now counted among the 
back numbers.

Sweetening: S ugar W ith Salt. 
Professor Zunte, a German chem­ 
ist and an expert before some big 
Berlin physiological society, acci­

From his experiments he finds th at 
if to a solution of sugar there bo 
added a slight amount of salt and 
water, so weak that it excites no 
saline taste, the result proves that 
the strength of the sugar is much 
augmented thereby.

that tile very weakest possible solu­ 
tion of quinine and water produces a 
similar 
effect.

which the learned professor gives of 
the above seeming incongruity is 
this: That, be the saltness or bitter­ 
ness ever so feeble, providing it is 
sufficient to excite tho follicles of 
the tongue at all, it imparts an in­ 
creased sensibility to the organs of 
taste.—S t Louis Republic.
